ma in verse by André Roussin, a 
new Achard titled L’/diot, a mu- 
sical comedy featuring songstress 
Patachou, a revival of Cocteau’s 
L'Aigle a Deux Têtes.

before) or the Galerie Charpen- 
tier to bid or just to have a look. 
Nothing of quality goes for a song 
nowadays but auction values are 
good. a large percentage of objects 
being knocked down to dealers or 
decorators who must resell at a 
profit. Catalogues are carefully 
and honestly drawn up, but brush 
up your school French and remem-

XVI means it is a modern copy 
and that antiquity is claimed only 
if the chair is Louis XVI d'époque.

In Spain this Autumn, they harvested the 
year’s vintage. 

Around the little town of Jerez de la 
Frontera, they spread out into the sunny 
vineyards to pick the ripened bunches of 
grapes to be pressed into sherry wine. Only 
from these few Andalusian acres comes 
the true “sherry” (English for “Jerez,” as 
you can see). 

This year’s vintage will be aged in wood

ois in Savoy lure the real fans to 
risk their necks on remote cliffs 
and in a French field one can take 
a pot shot at a lark. 

The result of all this artillery 
(trapping is completely disal- 
lowed) is that in September and 
October many thousands of pheas- 
ant and partridge and many tons 
of venison are cleared through the 
great central Paris markets each 
week. Prices are quite reasonable, 
and the menu of any autumn din- 
ner party is bound to include game 
either brought home by the fam- 
ily Nimrod or bought around the 
corner. It would be monotonous 
except for the variety of prepara- 
tions. Boar and roebuck, except 
the saddle, are marinated in ad- 
vance. Hen pheasants and young 
partridges are usually roasted; 
cock pheasant go into salmis;

relates the life and hard times of his “climbing onion” 


—all spangled with bits of colored glass

live in an upper-floor apart-| 

ment and have no garden to 
apologize for. But I wouldn't be in 
my profession at all unless I liked 
plants. Besides, I wouldn't feel at 
home among my garden-minded | 
friends if I didn't show up once in | 
a while with a little honest garden | 
dirt under my fingernails, So I do | 
my gardening on a windowsill. 
This narrows the range of possi- 
bilities, because any plants of| 
mine must be constitutionally able 
to take the worst that man or| 
nature can hand them. 

I found my plant in a neglect- 
ed corner of a neglected green- 
house. It aroused my interest be- | 
cause it looked like no plant I| 
had ever seen before; in fact, it| 
took some stretch of imagination 
to think of it as a plant at all. The 
discouraged woman who had been 
trying to keep up with the neglect- | 
ed greenhouse gave me the plant | 

-she was glad to be rid of it. She | 
called it by a name that seemed | 
beautifully suited to its Alice-in- | 
Wonderland character—climbing 
onion, It's not an onion, but it cer- 
tainly does climb (see left). That 
is, the stem climbs while the} 
“onion,” or bulb from which the 
stem grows, sits half-buried in the | 
soil, looking rather like a spir 
less sea-urchin with a strand of 


seaweed growing out of its top. 
Botanically it is Bowiea volubilis; 
a member of the lily family that 
actually is related to the onion but 
is much more closely connected 
with the asparagus branch of the 
family. Some botanist—probably 
giving vent to a fit of pique against 
Mr. Bowie for whom it was named 
—minted another name, schizoba- 
sopsis, for the poor innocent plant, 
and you'll find it so listed as often 
as not. 

It took me a while to realize 
| it, but the kind lady who wanted 
1 to get rid of it had introduced me 
to my ideal house plant. The 
climbing onion turned out to be

Twentieth-century revival of eighteenth-century craft 


he beautiful period pieces here—either gilded, lac- 
quered or intricately ornamented—look for all the 
world as if they were finished by master craftsmen two cen- 
turies ago. Actually they were done within the past year by 
an enthusiastic group of New York amateurs who were will- 


| ing to make a generous investment of time and the meticu- 


lous effort necessary to learn the techniques displayed in 
these fine examples of painted furniture. In the studio- 
workshop of Isabel O'Neil, the students’ first basic course 


teaches them how to prepare any surface for painting, mix 


paints to match a color sample, decorate with a stripe of a 
different color and apply an antique finish. There are a 
number of advanced courses including leafing and gilding, 
| eighteenth-century fantasy techniques, lacquer, trompe 


l'oeil. No easy road leads to mastering these crafts, as 


there was none for the apprentices long ago: just patience, 
practice and painstaking care. But such ancient finishing 
techniques, when applied with professional skill, can re- 
vitalize old pieces of furniture or even add an antique 
| luster to a reproduction. The work of Miss O’Neil’s students 
will be shown in their fourth annual exhibition at the Work- 
shop, 306 East 61s on September 30, October 1, 3, 4.

Supplement your basic list of tulips and daffodils 
with a well-chosen sampling of less familiar bulbs 


f bulb fashions were like clothes 
fashions, you would describe 
the scillas, hyacinths and crocuses, 
the snowdrops, snowflak 
puschkinias as access 
basic wardrobe of tulips and daf- 
fodils..Or you could simply say 
that the better your planting of 
the chief spring-flowering bulbs, 
the more desirable it is to have a 
complementary arrangement of 
less spectacular bulbs to provide 
overtones of form and color. After 
you have read H&G's own sam- 
pling from the current lists of nar- 
cissus and tulip varieties (begin- 
ning on page 186), turn to the 
following suggestions for making 
your easy spring garden complete: 
Hyacinths (use sparingly 
with other bulbs of strong color) : 
ARENTINE ARENDSEN, pure 
white: LAURA, lilac; LADY 
DERBY, the standard clear pink; 
CITY OF HAARLEM, standard 
yellow; OSTARA, big new blue. 
Crocus (all are pretty in 
spring, but a few are out- 
standing) : C. chrysanthus LADY 
KILLER,  white-edged purple 
outside, cream inside; GOLDEN 
BUNCH, yellow-orange; C. Sie- 
beri VIOLET QUEEN, lavender 
blue: C. tomasinianus WHITE-

(CLOTH OF GOLD). yellow. 

Scilla (ranging from little 
and early to tall and late, flower- 
ing after almost all other bulbs are 
through): S. sibirica SPRING 
BEAUTY, clear blue, long lasting, 
early; TUBERGENIANA, blue 
on silver white; S. hispanica (cam- 
panulata) BLUE QUEEN, ROSE 
QUEEN, PEACH BLOSSOM, 
WHITE TRIUMPHATOR, color- 
ful as their names, nearly two 
feet tall, flowering in late May. 

Galanthus (snowdrop): Try 
species NIVALIS MAXIMUS, 
sturdy 8-inch form, along with fa- 
miliar ELWESI, 

Chionodoxa (glory-of-the- 
snow) : C. lucilliae PINK GIANT, 
big, new pink; GIGANTIA is 
blue and white one, always good. 

Other bulbs to try: Allium 
karataviense, flowering among late 
tulips, with flat twin leaves, chive- 
like purple flowerheads; Fritilla- 
ria imperialis, the yellow form for 
huge and hardy border accent 
(picture page 189) ; Eranthis hye- 
malis, the dainty yellow winter 
aconite, difficult to establish but 
worth the effort; Iris reticulata, 
fragrant, purple, early to flower, 
Puschkinia libanotica, blue-white, 
with a pale blue rib, on a flower 
spike under six inches high.

interesting, colorful (if the word 
can properly be applied to some- 
thing that is a uniform light 


green with no flowers worth 
mentioning), decorative and fool- 
proof. 


Being a native of South Afri- 
ca, Bowiea has an inbred char- 
acteristic that every apartment 
dweller demands—the resistance 
to heat and drought. The plant 
rests in late summer, which is the 
time when most of us go on vaca- 
tion leaving our plants to take care 
of themselves. It reproduces itself, 
sparsely but reliably, by making 
offsets (small bulbs) that you can 
pot up if you want new plants or 
discard if you don't. 

Each climbing onion bulb 
produces two leaves a year. These 
grow to a height of about an inch 
from the top of the bulb, looking 
like nothing so much as a couple 
of stray grass clippings blown in 
from the lawn. The “leaves” quick- 
ly disappear, leaving the leafless 
stem to climb for six feet or more. 
Every few inches, the stem sprouts 
a downward-pointing branch that 
keeps dividing as it grows until it 
ends up looking like a clawful of 
threads pulled by a playful cat 
out of somebody's Nile-green 
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sweater. Flowers—little incon- 
spicuous green stars—appear sud- 
denly from time to time at the tips 
of the topmost branches and then 
disappear almost as quickly as the 
leaves. The stem will twine its way 
up any handy support and, if it 
wants to keep on growing after 
reaching the top, will very oblig- 
ingly loop itself around and climb 
back down again, repeating the 
"doubling back" process until it 
has reached its limit of growth 
and produced a fine tangle of green 
ravelings, 

I take advantage of this ultra- 
amenable twining by making sup- 
ports of wire and pieces of colored 
glass (see photograph, page 44), 
among which the vine is very 
much at home. In a sunny window 
the glass gives sparkling color 
such as no mere flower could ever 
do, and against a white wall—with 
or without sunlight—the effect 
is “modern” to the last degree. 

Many people, I’m sure, think 
ot my paragon as sparse, awk- 
ward looking and unattractive, but 
it has one advantage nobody can 
ever question: As a conversation 
piece, it inspires more bemused 
observations than a perpetual mo- 
tion machine,

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KITCHEN TOOLS 
FOR MEASURING 


To cook well, mind your amounts 


he good cook, like the worker in any other craft or art, may 

be known by the tools she keeps. In her art, which depends 
on the subtle and intricate processes of chemistry, tools for pre- 
cise measurement are indispensable. The variety of such devices 
may depend on one’s range and ambitions as a cook; but con- 
versely, a good selection of them can inspire a cook with the 
confidence to try advanced new recipes. In choosing measuring 
tools, the requirements of the different kinds of ingredients 
should be borne in mind: Dry ones are most accurately measured 
when they can be leveled off at the top of cup or spoon; liquids 
need containers that are transparent and resistant to heat 
(since boiling stock or fruit juice is often called for). Short- 
ening poses its own problems of filling and packing solidly at 
the right level. A good assortment of measures might well be 
supplemented by a kitchen scale. Standard equipment in Euro- 
pean kitchens, the scale offers us a further refinement of meas- 
ure of special use when small quantities are called for. when 
a recipe is particularly delicate, or when an original European 
recipe (where quantities are expressed as weights) is used. The 
scales and measures shown here were selected not only to indi- 
cate the variety of such devices, but also to suggest that they 


can play a decorative as well as culinary role in the kitchen.

ike any tradition that has its roots in the hearts of a people, our great American 

tradition is timeless. We grow, we progress, we experiment, we welcome the new. (A 

ready acceptance of change, in fact, has sparked the American spirit since the very 

beginning.) But we are faithful to the values which have made us what we are—values which 

are expressed in the design and furnishings and mood of our homes as well as in our industrial 
and political institutions. 

In this year of 1960 we are well aware that the best of the past and the best of the present 
will always be congenial. With imagination we adapt our heritage of design to the smaller scale 
of today’s houses. We interpret the long-cherished forms and motifs in today’s easy-to-care-for 
materials. And, in the friendly spirit that has always characterized the American melting pot, we 
freely mix the products of our own tradition with those of foreign lands. 

Our traditional American designs are being used today, in fact, as if they had originated 
only yesterday. You will see spindle-back settles placed against modern window walls. You 
will see a wing chair or an American Chippendale sofa upholstered in dazzling white damask 
(a choice our practical ancestors, lacking modern soil-resistant fabric finishes, would never have 
ventured), and you will see this white splashed against a bold scheme of rich regal hues that is 
strictly of the Sixties. Early Colonial tables and chairs with cabriole legs stand on rugs from 
contemporary Spain, Portugal, India or Israel, which have a surprising affinity for them. An 
abstract painting hangs on a wall of traditional wood paneling: an elaborate coffee urn from 
France is set on a straight-lined Early American table. In other words, we are using our tra- 
ditional designs in rooms decorated in a thoroughly 1960 manner. At the same time, the 
mood of these rooms reflects our timeless traditional values of simplicity, of warmth and 
friendliness, of imagination, of comfort with elegance. 

The wherewithal to create such rooms is on hand in the stores in greater abundance than 
ever before. It includes furniture derived from every American period—the simple, functional 
provincial of the early settlers; the substantial Colonial that reveals its debt to the styles of 
William and Mary and Queen Anne; the graceful American Georgian that reflects the per- 
vasive influence of Chippendale, Hepplewhite and Sheraton; and the elegant adaptations of our 
own native cabinetmakers of the Federal period after the Revolution. Traditional American 
patterns and weaves are available in a limitless wealth of fabrics—silks, cottons, easy-care 
synthetics. Inherited motifs appear on wallpapers, carpeting, even vinyl tile. And, you can col- 
lect decorative accessories from stoneware jugs to Revere tea services, in the original, in re- 
production and in every material under the sun. 

A generous sampling of this abundance appears on the next nineteen pages, as well as a 
series of warmly inviting rooms that will show you fresh new ways of using American tradi- 
tional furnishings. You can also trace the inspiration for such rooms in a group of newly re- 
stored interiors, some at the Henry Francis duPont Museum at Winterthur, Del., one at Coloni- 
al Williamsburg, which have been photographed for the first time by H&G, From these rooms you 
can borrow decorating ideas centuries old that are still just as right for our houses today.

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At home a legacy 


of ageless values binds 
past and present 


n a season when our national values have become a subject for 
intensive debate across the land, H&G believes America’s most in- 
fluential minority group is the one to which most of us belong—the 
family. Aspirants to public office would be well-advised to look into 
the homes and hearts of this largest of all minorities, for it is here 
they will find the family values upon which to build a national pur- 
pose. They will discover, as H&G did in visiting these five families 
(with a grand total of seventeen children), that today’s most trust- 
worthy values are a legacy from our past. Imagination, vitality, 
mutual understanding, shared interests and common goals—these 


are traditional values essential in a successful family or society. 


Shared interests in the Benny Goodman home start appro- 
priately with music. At home in a studio that once was a little red school- 
house far from the din of the uninhibited jazz world, Mr. Goodman and his 
daughter Rachel, 16, play lovely Brahms piano-clarinet duets for an audi- 
ence of two: Mrs. Goodman and their other daughter, Benjy, 14, above. 
On two recent occasions Rachel and her father have appeared together at 
benefit programs in their small community just beyond suburban New York. 
The Goodmans live the quiet life they treasure in an unpretentious two-story 


house with white clapboards, right. Their singl re of land, bordered by 


low stone walls and flowering trees, is a miniature Walden where feeding 
stations appeal (by latest count) to sixty-three varieties of birds, and a 
brook with a musical waterfall nurtures a particularly confused tribe of 
trout. They are special wards of Mr. Goodman, who tosses them back 
after he's had the fun of catching them from the little garden bridge. 
The Goodmans on family values: “It isn't necessary to have a lot of land or 


possessions. It is more important to learn to make the most of what you have." 


The family-centered life in the Benjamin Spock home 
affirms the sound counsel Dr. Spock offers to millions through his books and 
articles. When he is discussing one of Mrs, Spock's paintings, or when he is 
lending a hand to his son John, 16, in building a boat, he is practicing what 
he preaches: the active family life centered around the home. Last year the 
Spocks' older son Michael and his wife provided the country's best known 
child expert with an active new interest in the form of a grandson named 
Daniel. At their comfortable suburban home in Cleveland, where Dr. Spock 
pursues “pachysandra gardening” and Mrs. Spock does painting and silver 
jewelry design, a pair of decorative screens flank the fireplace, above left.

radition in Savannah, Georgia—as in many other, 
T cities of the U.S.—is more than skin-deep. It has 
to do with values more basic than the pitch of a roof or the 
trim around a window. It is really a matter of the spirit 
of a house. 

On the face of it, this recently built house in Savannah 
looks no more like a Southern mansion than a Mercedes 
looks like a horse-drawn phaeton. For one thing, the house 
is almost all steel and glass; for another, it is flat-roofed 
and square-edged. Yet, beneath these surface details, there 
is a strongly insistent sense of tradition. For this house, 


like some of its oldest Savannah neighbors, is very formal 


indeed—almost symmetrical, colonnaded, with some rooms 


and porticoes that are two stories high. The elegant, white 


columns, the perforated brick walls, the protective grill- 
work of wood—all these are traditional devices, rendered. 
in a modern idiom with taste and imagination. 

The house was built by Mr. and Mrs. Albert Weis, a 
young couple still in their twenties who have a two-year- 
old son and who expect to have more children. What the

s were building, therefore, was not a house to satisfy 


future. So, in picking an architect, they decided on Mark 


Hampton, a Southerner with an unders anding of the last- 
ing values found in the Southern tradition of building and 
who is, at the same time, a modernist able to translate 
these values into terms of the way we live today. 

To bring tradition up-to-date is easier said than done. 
How, for example, can you preserve the expansive gracious- 
ness of the traditional mansion on a 200 by 134 foot lot? 
How can you get the kind of openness made possible today 
by large sheets of glass (and efficient heating and cooling) 
without loss of privacy? And how can you reach out for 
handsome views without at the same time letting in too 
much glare from the sun? 

The Weises’ house answers these problems ingeniously 
and without compromise. For they were willing to sacrifice 
some degree of economy in plan in order to gain the more 


rewarding values of elegance and open spaciousness.

THE FRONT OF THE HOUSE faces west; privacy is assured by a 
redwood grillwork set between slender, white columns of steel. The low, 
brick walls that wrap around the short ends of the house create spacious 
patios that are used for play, outdoor eating and service. Cars are parked 


on wide, graveled drive under venerable live oaks draped with moss. 


THE FRONT PORTICO is screened by redwood grilles that create a 
play of light and shadow which changes constantly with the shifting angle 
of the sun, In addition to giving privacy, the grilles also shield the in- 
teriors from glare. The entrance portico (see above) is two stories high, 
and there is a matching portico at the rear of the house facing the 


garden. Both include balconies at each end for the rooms upstairs.

1 interior of the Weis house is likewise a clear state- 


ment of what the family deems important—for example, 


the huge central living area which is the dramatic highlight 

of the house. This central area is an impressive, two-story- 

high hall, 17 feet tall, 24 feet wide and 30 feet deep. It is 

flanked on the north and south by two floors of bedrooms 

and service areas, and on the east and west it has high walls 
;ehind the grilled porticoes. 

At first glance this lofty open area may seem to be the 
kind of “conspicuous waste” that added so much to the ele- 
cance of the traditional Southern mansion, an elegance sadly 
absent from too many of today’s houses. But the Weises’ great 
hall is anything but wasted space. On the first floor, it serves 
as an entry, stair hall, dining area and family room. On the 
second floor. above the family room, there is a formal living 
room ningly suspended in mid-air, that also serves as a 
bridge between second-story bedrooms to the north and south. 

This open spaciousness was ac hievec some sli 
rifice of privacy and convenience; the central area is one 
large room, and most of the rooms opening into it are screened 
only by sliding shoji. Moreover, there are some incon- 
veniences connected with having the formal living room up 
stairs (where it gets a better view of a distant golf course), 
and the kitchen downstairs. Yet, to the Weises, these sacrifices 
seemed small in return for the value received: the value of 


an environment which is almost classic in its elegance. 


GARDEN SIDE, AT NIGHT, looks like an X-ray of 
the house. In the center is the two-story living area with 
the family room on the lower floor and the living room 
suspended above it. On the left and right are two floors of 
bedrooms and service areas.(The downstairs bedrooms 
and kitchen open onto the brick-walled patios at each end 
of the house, but have no windows facing the front or the 
rear of the property.) Despite the transparency of this 
view, the combination of grilles and inside curtains (when 
drawn) assures privacy both day and night.

en years ago HaG reported the postwar ren- 

aissance of Italian craftsmanship and the 

now familiar and important contributions 

it was making to modern design. Our recent 

trip to Sicily and Sardinia confirmed the continuing 

vitality of this craftsmanship not only on the main- 

land but also on these two islands which have devel- 

oped more slowly. Sicily and Sardinia have remained 

closer to the past, to ancient forms and ways of making 

things, but they share with the rest of Italy a strong 
sense of order and an exuberant love of ornament. 

An up-to-the-minute example of modern Italian 

desien and craftsmanship greeted us in the interiors 


of the Alitalia DC-8 jet that took us across the Atlantic. 


When we first boarded the plane we admired the lux- 
ury of the regal purple and natural leather upholstery 
and the leather-covered walls. But when we reached 
the stratosphere with its blinding sun, we realized with 
gratitude that this color scheme had a practical pur- 
pose as well: the reduction of glare. Purely for deco- 
ration is the collection of highly colored abstract paint- 


by such artists as Marini, Mirko and Cagli that 


hang on the bulkheads —far more decorative than the 
usual clutter of racks and buttons. Ignazio Gardella, 
Professor of Architecture at Padua, who designed the 
interiors, managed to achieve a serene sweep of wall 
by providing deep shelves in the ends of the vertical 
bulkheads dividing one section of the plane from an- 
other, and working the buttons and lights into the 
backs of the seats. 

When the stewards went into action, the sleek 
wood and stainless steel walls of the galley revealed 
just as much carefully thought out design. Cups and 
glasses were stored upright in divided drawers (a de- 
vice adaptable not only to glasses in a bar cabinet. but 
to seasonings in the kitchen or the miscellany of bottles 
in a bathroom).

€ had so much to look at that it 

seemed as if we had barely finished 

the delicious cold buffet supper be- 

fore we were, in quick succession, 

eating breakfast, landing in Rome, 

dashing through customs and boarding an Alitalia 
Metropolitan for Sicily. 

Our entry into Palermo, the capital of Sicily, 
couldn't have been noisier if we had been visiting 
dignitaries. An unrelenting and untuned chorus of 
automobile horns accompanied our drive through 


narrow roads jammed with speeding Fiats, weaving 


bicycles, plodding donkey carts and unconcerned 
pedestrians. Our driver enjoyed himself thoroughly, 
but we were glad to turn into the quiet, tree-shaded 
drive of the Hotel Villa Igiea. 

A blaze of flowers, as intense as the noise of 
the traffic had been, gave us a buoying welcome. 
Massed purple and pink cineraria made brilliant 
rugs under the trees, and the hotel garden walls 
were tapestried with pink and red geraniums. The 
walks were lined with orange marigolds and yellow 
marguerites, and the lampposts encircled with boxes 
of geraniums. Even the groups of rainbow-painted 
folding chairs that warmed the long curves of the 
terraces were like mixed bouquets with their cheer- 
fully unmatched covers of striped and spotted and

he next morning we found the streets 
of downtown Palermo just as full of 
flowers. Flower stands make miniature 
gardens on the street corners, and win- 


dows have pots of flowers not only on the sills

tems of iron brackets. Even the house numbers on 
some of the modern apartments are flower-painted 
ceramic tiles. It takes more than flowers, however, to 
satisfy the Sicilian delight in color and ornament. 


Ice-cream carts in ice-cream colors are top-heavy 


with shiny metal filigree. A dairy store is festooned 


with garlands of eggshells. Donkey carts might be 
carrying coal, but their sides are gay with highly 
colored and naively painted episodes from Orlando 


Furioso or the life of Garibaldi, and the donkeys 


I : : 
themselves are hung with so many tassels and trim- 


mings that they must need yearly redecoration. We 
even saw the cabs of trucks painted with scenes from 
medieval romances. But by some kind of curious 
reasoning almost all the people dress in black: they 
decorate everything except themselves! 

We found the same love of strong colors and 
complicated patterns, and an equally strong, if 
more sophisticated, sense of humor in the work of 
Palermo ceramists like Giovanni de Simone and 
Vittorio Ducrot. Their own designs grow so natu- 
rally out of traditional forms and motifs that it is 
difficult to tell which is which. For example, a planter 
in the form of a grotesque head, which we had 
thought a thoroughly contemporary idea, turned out 


to be an up-to-date (Continued on page 200)

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The value of good roofing 


Your house is only as good as its roof. If you should be inclined to underestimate its importance, 
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take a look at the large expanse of roof on each of the medium-size houses on these pages. photo- 
graphed from the air. And if you should be tempted to ease your building budget by econo- 
mizing on the quality of your roof, remember that the damage to walls, floors and furniture caused 
by only one leak might easily cancel out your initial saving. The wisest economy is to buy the type 
of roofing best suited to your climate and the construction of your house, in the best quality you 
can afford. No one roofing material is perfect in all circumstances—each has its advantages and 
some disadvantages. The color and texture of your roof are important, too, for although rela- 
tively little can be seen from the ground. it is an essential element in the architectural design of 
your house. Below and opposite page is a guide to the selection of shingles, which may be used 
on pitched roofs with a slope of at least 4 inches in every 12. Some types of asphalt shingles can 
be installed on lower-pitched roofs, but as a rule, shingles should not be used on shallow or flat 
roofs since rain may drive up between the joints. For such roofs, there is a materials guide on p. 


221. Whatever roofing you select avoid major repairs by having an expert inspect it annually.

patterns and colors of any type of roofing and are appropriate for almost 


any style of architecture. Rectangular shingles cap the white 
Colonial house, above and right. Asphalt shingles also vary 
considerably in price although they are all made 
in approximately the same way: a heavy felt base 

is saturated with asphalt, then topped with a coat- 
ing of asphalt containing colored mineral gran- 4 
ules. The difference in price is accounted 
for by the difference in weight or shape. 
The heavier the shingle (which means 
heavier felt, more asphalt, more gran- 
ules), the more durable it is, the more 
resistant to wind, rain and the effects 
of the sun, Federal Housing Admin- 
istration specifications require that 

a “square” of asphalt shingles 
(an area measuring 10 feet by 

10 feet) weigh at least 210 pounds. 
Naturally, the heavier weights cost 
more, but although a 300-pound roof- 
ing may last twice as long as a 210- 
pound material, it will not cost twice as 
much, All asphalt shingle manufacturers 
make several different weights. The stand- 


ard shape—the plain rectangle—is like- 

wise available in a range of weights, But some 
shingles ingeniously designed in self-sealing or 
interlocking shapes are specially resistant to high 


wind and driving rains, even when used on low-pitched

one great enemy—the sun, which can cause shrinkage, buckling, 
and fading of the color. A 210-pound roofing may last from ten to 
twelve years under a southern sun—but in the north, where sun

are among our oldest building materials, are 


particularly appropriate for houses of tradition- 


al design, such as the French Provincial house, 


above and left, the English Tudor, or Swi 
styles, or designs derived from the Virginia 
houses of the Federal period. These slices 
of stone, 3/16 to 1 inch thick, are usually 
rectangular and come in a wide range of 
natural colors, The particular colors of- 
fered by individual slate companies de- 
pend upon the rock formations from which 
their product is quarried. A slate roof is 
expensive since it requires competent engi- 
neering to quarry the material from the 
ground, high professional skill to install the 
shingles, and heavy, well-designed roof beams 
to support their great weight (a 10-foot square of 
shingles 1⁄4 inch thick weighs 1800 pounds). The 
initial expense of a slate roof, however, is offset by 


its great durability. It will last as long as the house 


and will weather to a handsome color, luster and tex- 
ture. If properly installed, a slate roof will not call for re- 
pairs very often. Winter freezing may cause some cracking 
or breaking, but when this occurs, individual slates may be replaced.

lasting type of roofing which we have inherited from the early 
settlers of the American Colonies. Since their major build- 
ing material was wood, they roofed their houses with 


hand-cut “shakes” from native trees, and because 
paint was expensive (it had to be imported from 
Europe), the shakes were left unfinished. Today 
shingles are made of Western red cedar and 
redwood, and we, too, allow them to weather 
naturally. The soft variations of color and 
the shadow lines created by the overlap- 
ping shingles are particularly effective in 


softening the large 


expanses of roof on 
contemporary rambling, one-story houses 
like the one above and right. When you 
install a roof of wood shingles, it is a 
good idea to leave a few extras outdoors 
to weather so that if they should be need- 
ed for replacements they will match the 
weathered tone of the rest of the roof. No 


special engineering problems are involved in 


supporting wood shingles, but the manufac- 
turer’s recommendations for installation should 
be followed carefully 


Like any wood product, this 


type of shingle can catch fire—which might be a 


point to consider if your house is in a remote area, 
In recent years, however, some of the major insurance 
companies have lowered their rates on houses with wood 
roofs, which speaks well for their performance, statistically. Continued on page 227

The big tulip 
clean-up: bright 


and bold or 


small and sunny 


While plants may not match the ups and downs of either tail fins or 
hemlines, they are nonetheless subject to far-reaching and not always 
explainable fluctuations in popularity. Some years color is 

the important fashion note, sometimes blossom shape. In other seasons 
the news is merely a characteristic of growth. Whole plant groups 
occasionally lose public favor, to be replaced by quite different kinds 
of plants. But since there are no ready replacements for tulips 

and daffodils, annual style changes affecting these flowers are likely 

to be less drastic although of equally great importance— 

if only because the flowers themselves are so important, 

There are two good ways to keep abreast of style trends among tulips 
and daffodils (as well as hyacinths, scillas, crocuses and other spring bulbs). 
One way is to visit outstanding private collections around the country, 
to traverse dealers’ test fields, even to make a pilgrimage 

to the source of all international bulb news—all of which H&G has 
done in the last twelve months (see pages 188, 189). The other way is 


to refer to our 1960 recommendations (below and on pages 51 and 188). 


The tulip already assumes so many forms that 
any trend to new types is hard to delineate. Yet 
there is no mistaking the chromatic clean-up 
that is taking place all across the tulip board. 
This goes for all the species and varieties by 
which the normal tulip season in gardens is 
being augmented and lengthened, at both ends 
but especially at the beginning. In addition, 
muddy color mixtures are out. Bright colors are 
fine as long as they are clean. Combinations and. 
blends are in the news, but only if they shim- 
mer. Blobby globular blossoms are now anathe- 
ma—and also, of course, those paper-doily plant- 
ings that they once inspired. Here are a hand- 
ful of style-setting tulips to check in your cata- 
logues and (if they seem as good to you as they 
do to us) to order for planting this fall: 


Darwin hybrids (to start with the noblest blos- 
soms): GUDOSHNIK (see above, right), creamy 
peach streaked with rose on the outside, yellow

Daffodils, like tulips, present a constantly 
changing appearance without ever losing their 
essentially changeless eminence in the spring 
garden picture. Most of all next season you 
will notice the continuing ascendancy of the 
varieties with broadly flaring cups or centers 
as opposed to the narrow-cup forms in both of 
the classes officially designated as “large cups” 
and “small cups.” (In the confusing realm of 


narcissus classification, “large” and “small” are 


used to designate length, not breadth, of cup.) 
The big trumpets as well as the innumerable 
smaller forms continue in favor, especially those 
with flower substance heavy enough to endure 
blustery spring weather.

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Brunch Cook Book 


he brunch party. like the cocktail party, is an American 
qT keyed to twentieth-century patterns of living 
and entertaining. Its immediate acceptance and continuing 
popularity may derive from the fact that it offers the hostess 
who is also the cook an informal, flexible and comparatively 
easy way to entertain a large group of friends without missing 
out on the fun. Brunch menus are usually planned so that much 
of the preparation can be done in advance, leaving only some 
quick on-the-spot cooking or reheating. The menus can range 
from the simple pleasures of an omelette, salad, homemade rolls 
and fruit dessert to the more elaborate delights of a plenitude 
of foods to be sampled from chafing dishes or casseroles.

Turn down heat and 
simmer for 15 minutes. Remove from stove. Place 
flounder or sole in stock and simmer just until 
fish flakes easily, but is not falling apart. Re. 
move fish carefully and cool. Flake the salmon 
with one fourth of the poached fish. Mix with 
eggs, 14 cup parsley, % cup mayonnaise, Y cup 
sour cream and anchovy paste. Line bottom of a 
bread tin with half of the poached filets. Spread 
salmon mixture on top and cover with remaining 
filets. Chill at least 2 hours. Unmold on serving 
platter. Mix remaining cream, mayonnaise, pars- 
ley. Spread over top and sides of fish mold. 
Garnish with rolled anchovies. 


Cold Poached Eggs on Artichoke 
Bottoms—Hollandaise Sauce 


16 eggs 

] teaspoon vinegar 

v cup butter, melted 

Juice of 1 lemon 

3 egg yolks 

1 tablespoon water 

Dash of cayenne 

16 artichoke bottoms (canned) 
1 truffle, sliced 


Put water 244” deep in a wide saucepan. Add the 
vinegar. Bring to a boil, turn down heat and 
continue to simmer. Break an egg into a saucer, 
tip into simmering water and poach for 3-4 min- 
utes, Remove with slotted spoon and cool. Re- 
peat with remaining eggs, poaching three or four 
at a time, depending on the size of the pot. Com- 
bine butter, lemon juice, egg yolks, water, 
cayenne in a small heavy saucepan. Mix well 
with a whisk, Cook over medium flame, beating 
constantly until thick, Remove from flame. Taste 
and add salt if desired. Cool. To serve, drain 
artichoke bottoms thoroughly. Arrange on serv- 
ing platter. Place a cooled poached egg on each, 
mask with the cooled Hollandaise sauce, and top 
with a slice of trufe. 


Braided Bread 


(shown on cook book cover) 


1 package dry yeast 

V4 cup lukewarm water 

2 eggs 

2 tablespoons sugar 

1% teaspoons salt 

1 cup water 

4 cups flour 

1 egg yolk mixed with 1 teaspoon water 


Dissolve yeast in 34 cup lukewarm water in a 
large bowl. Add eggs, sugar, salt and water. Mix 
in 3% cups flour. Dump remaining flour on board, 
turn dough out on flour and knead flour into 
dough. Put dough back in bowl, cover and set in 
warm place to rise until double, about 1% to 2 
hours. Turn dough out on floured board and 
knead again. Divide dough into six. With the 
palms of the hands roll each piece into a strip 
about 1” in diameter and 12” long, Braid 3 strips 
together and place in a well-greased bread tin. 
Set aside to rise again until double, about 1 to 
1% hours. Brush top lightly with egg yolk. Bake 
in preheated 375° oven for 30 minutes. Turn out 
on rack to cool.

3 whole eggs 
% cup flour 
% cups milk 
^ cup water 
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Butter 

5 slices white bread, without crusts 
1 cup sugar 

9 eggs, separated

Make crêpes by blending the 3 eggs and the flour 
and gradually mixing in % cup milk and % cup 
water to make a smooth batter. Heat a 6" or 7" 
heavy frying pan. Brush lightly with butter. Pour 
in about 2 tablespoons batter, tilting pan so that 
batter covers bottom. Fry until golden on one 
side, turn and fry other side for 1 minute. Re- 
peat until you have 16 crêpes. Preferably in elec- 
trie blender, combine bread, sugar, remaining 
milk, 9 egg yolks, 12 tablespoons butter, cottage 
cheese, vanilla and lemon rind. Blend to make 
smooth batter. Pour into bowl. Add currants. 
Beat egg whites stiff and fold into batter. Butter 
1 or 2 shallow ovenproof serving dishes, Put a 
heaping spoonful of cheese batter in center of 
each crêpe. Fold sides over lightly and place 
seam side down in ovenproof dish. Use !4 of 
cheese batter for filling. Spoon remaining batter 
over filled crépes. Ten minutes before serving, 
place in a preheated 500* oven for 7 or 8 minutes 
until a film forms on top, but inside is still very 
creamy. 

Note:—All preparation up to final baking 
may be done several hours in advance. Filled 
crêpes may be kept a few hours in freezer. They 
may take a minute or two longer to bake.

Sauté in 3 tablespoons butter until gold- 
en. Lightly mix spinach, bacon, chicken, bread 
croutons, parsley and chives. Beat 6 eggs, 1 table- 
spoon water, 14 teaspoon salt until well blended 
but not frothy. Meanwhile, heat omelette pan 
or heavy iron frying pan. Melt 1 tablespoon but- 
ter. Pour in eggs. Stir rapidly with the flat of a 
fork, shaking pan back and forth with left hand 
to keep omelette loose. When set on the bottom, 
but still creamy on top, spoon !4 of filling down 
center of omelette, roll omelette with the aid of 
a fork, and tip out onto serving platter. Repeat 
with remaining eggs, keeping omelettes warm 
over a pot of simmering water or in a low oven 
with door open. Each omelette serves 3. 


Note: To make omelettes well in advance, 
prepare as above but undercook omelettes, Tip 
out on very shallow ovenproof baking dish or 
platter, Cover completely with foil. Turn oven 
on to 550" % hour before serving. Place in oven 5 
minutes before serving. Remove foil to serve. If 
preferred, make 12 two-egg omelettes.

This terrine must be started 3 days before serv- 
ing. Put pork, veal, onion, garlic, bay leaf, pars- 
ley and carrot in a bowl. Combine salt, pepper, 
nutmeg, oil and wine. Pour over meats. Cover 
and marinate for 24 hours. Line a 1%-quart 
earthenware casserole with fathack. Remove 
meats from marinade, place in lined casserole, 
filling in empty spaces with Canadian bacon and 
sausage meat, Slice truffle, reserving a few center 
slices for garnishing. (They may be cut in fancy 
shapes, if you have the tiny cutters.) Cut the re- 
mainder coarsely, and scatter over each layer of 
meat. Strain marinade, and pour in about 6 table- 
spoons, to come almost level with top, Cover with 
fatback. Wrap the casserole completely in heavy- 
duty aluminum foil. Bake in 300° oven for 4 
hours. Remove, cool and chill. Keep for 2 days 
before serving. Garnish with truffle and serve in 
casserole. (It may also be baked in bread tin, and 
turned out on a platter to serve.) 


Field Salad—Roquefort 
Cream Dressing 


2 pounds field salad (if available, otherwise 
any delicate salad greens) 

34 cup herb vinegar 

% cup heavy cream 

34 cup mayonnaise 

1% ounces cream cheese 

Yo teaspoon Escoffier Sauce Diable 

2 ounces Roquefort cheese, crumbled 


Wash, drain, dry and chill salad greens. Place 
in large salad bowl with dressing in a separate 
bowl so that guests may help themselves as 
needed.

comes on than a heavy soil that 
encourages late growth. Where 
winters are severe, this toughening 
or ripening process may be of 
the utmost importance. And with 
evergreen plants cessation or at 


least a slowing of seasonal growth 
in autumn is more important than 
with plants that lose their leaves 
naturally 
Leaves and young shoots are obvi- 
ously more vulnerable to cold than 
woody branches—more vulnerable 
also to damage from evaporation 
due to winter wind and sun. There- 
fore one means of improving a 
plant’s chances for happy survival 


when growth slows. 


in your garden depends on your 
ability and willingness to adjust 
the nature of your ground accord- 
ing to the plant’s natural needs 
and growth habit. 


DRAINAGE of excess moisture un- 
derground is essential to prevent 
waterlogging and concomitant 
asphyxiation of plant roots. As 
well as inducing rot, poor drain- 
age may render a naturally light 
soil heavy, promoting the late sea- 
son development of soft top- 
growth. Wet soils when frozen 
may additional 
kinds of damage. The harm done 
by poor surface drainage. which 
itself may be determined by tope 
raphy or under; 
or both, may be equally 
but is more readily recognized 
and coped with (see page 238).

AIR CIRCULATION, perhaps bet- 
ter termed air drainage, has a 
great deal to do with preventing 
frost damage. Cold air is heavier 
than warm air. It will always seek 
the lowest available level, just as 
water will, Thus air-bogs—loca- 
tions in valleys or at the foot of 
slopes as well as in level areas 
where air movement is restricted 
for some reason—are to be avoid- 
ed for plants that are susceptible 
to either great or prolonged cold 
beyond their natural tolerance. 
You may be able to control air 
drainage as it affects any given 
plant by the wisdom with which 
you assign plant locations in your 
garden. 


MOISTURE is largely out of your 
control where rainfall is excessive, 
possibly within y control 
where rainfall is deficient. There 
is a limit to the extent to which 
you can make up by artificial 
watering any over-all lacks in the 
climatic watering your region af- 
fords. Given an adequate water 
source, however. and a willing- 


your 


ness to baby your plant in the first 
place, you may be able to govern 
the moisture supply not only as it 
concerns the plant's natural thirst, 
if we may use the phrase, but as 
it affects the interrelated fune- 
tions of soil and site. Accessory to 
the moisture problem is the 
proximity of tree roots or other 
competitors for soil moisture. One 
way or another. you may be re- 
quired to protect your favored 
plant not only from this kind of 
competition but from the attend- 
ant competition for plant nutrients 
that often goes with it. Too fertile 
(or too impoverished) a soil has 
effect on 
plant hardiness, and many soils 
that contain nutrient elements are 
unable to yield these elements to 


its own considerable

By the same token, when more 
than ordinary moisture is applied, 
excessive nutrients, 
either natural or supplementary, 
may be available to the 
plant. And let’s face it, plants 
have no natural defense against 
excessive intake of the nutrients 
that are chiefly concerned with 
the formation of succulent growth.

CLIMATE in general takes over 
control of your plants’ welfare 
once you have exhausted your re- 
sources of personal control, Thus 
a desert plant, for example, that 
is accustomed to thriving in re- 
gions of hot dry summers and 
cold dry winters is quite likely to 
succumb in areas where summers 
are muggy and winters mild but 
cloudy and wet. Reason for fail- 
ure: Plant tissues never toughen, 
so fail to moderate 
cold. Similarly, plants that can 
withstand profound cold for short 
periods of time, especially when 
they are fully dormant, may suc- 
cumb to prolonged periods of 
moderate cold, or to any kind of 
freezing weather, when tissues are 
not dormant. Length of the grow- 
ing season is of course another re- 
lated factor affecting a plant's 
ability to survive. And you can't 
do much about that. 

Where does this leave you, 
the struggling gardener? It leaves 
you with the necessity for learn- 
ing first of all the presumed re- 
sistance of your plants to the 
average minimum temperatures 
that prevail in your region (by use 
of such

to be winter-hardy in his region. 
As is implied „by both the 
name and text of this map. it is 
essentially devoted to the matter 
of winter hardiness, This means 
that it is concerned with this sin- 
gle important factor of plant sur- 
vival. It leaves to the user the con- 
sideration of such other factors as 
summer heat, spring and fall frost 
dates, distribution and amount of 
rainfall, regional day-length (as 
it affects growth and flower forma- 
tion), the kinds of soils, their 
acidity or alkalinity, and so on.

page 234.) 

The new map will show you 
in general terms where a plant of 
known hardiness can be expected 
to survive. If you are in the right 
geographic area for the survival 


of a particular kind of plant, it 
will be up to you to estimate 
whether other growth conditions 
are suitable. (Books, periodicals, 
federal and state pamphlets can 
offer general and local help.) 

A map of this scale is unable 
to show climate variations of “is- 


land” areas of less than several 
miles in extent, but such islands 
of course exist. A single homesite 
may include a diversity of exposed 
and protected locations, from frost 
pockets and bogs to “alpine” 
slopes and deserts. Plant hardi- 
ness is not a simple matter. But 
climate on a broad basis is the 


concern of this map—and is 
pretty clearly charted. 

Another major purpose is to 
aid in the more effective rating of 
the hardiness of all our garden 
plants, and geographically to pro- 
mote discovery of both the maxi- 
mum cold each plant will with- 
stand and the minimum cold each 
plant may require for normal de- 
velopment. With this information 
at hand, we may know from what 
northern to what southern zones 
our plants are successful, (After 
that, perhaps we will find out 
why.) It is hoped that such rat- 
ings, keyed to this map may soon 
be made available to gardeners 
and nurserymen alike.

Color by calendar. Anyone can 
(and many people do) plant a 
few daffodils, hyacinths or tulips 
in pots put them out in the garage 
for a few weeks in late fall. and 
later produce windowsill flowers 
that are practically automatic. 
The trick 
gardener who wants a whole win- 
ter-full of flowers succeeding one 


if you are a demanding 


another. pot by pot. and in pleas- 
ing variety—is to time your plant- 
ings, your storage conditions; your 
“bring-in™ dates to ensure the re- 
sults you want. Admittedly. there 
is no set of written rules that will 
guarantee complete satisfaction 
the first time round: only experi- 
ence will bring you mastery of the 
fine points of timing. But the rough 
outlines of a useful procedure are 
..', First, 
buy bulbs of excellent. quality, 


simple. Here they are 


selecting varieties that your deal- 
er's catalogue recommends for pot- 
forcing. Second. buy enough bulbs 
so you can have fresh plants for 
display every fortnight, beginning, 
say. the first of the year and con- 
tinuir 
you wish—five or six batches at 
the outside. Third. after potting, 
store your bulbs out of the light 
and in temperatures as close to the 
freezing point as possible. Out- 
doors in a pit or cold frame, mulch 
pots heavily with leaves or straw to 
prevent heaving or thawing if 


as far on toward spring as 


temperatures go below 32°; in a 
garage or cool basement, set pots 
on floor, where temperatures may 
run from 50° down to 40°. Fourth, 
leave pots at rest until you can 
see roots poking out of drain hole. 
Fifth, hold some bulbs cold and 
unpotted for up to six weeks; hold 
some potted but in colder tempera- 
tures to slow development; keep 
some growing but in varying con- 
ditions of temperature and sun to 
bring flower buds at different 
times, Sixth, once flower buds have 
formed and show color. give pots 


full sunlight and plenty of water 
for best floral effectiveness. . . . 
Save bulbs for next year only if 
you can keep foliage growing well 
after bloom until bulbs can be set 
out in open ground. Never try to 
force same bulbs indoors twice.

If you apply fertilizing ele- 
ments carefully, a mixture of sanc 
and peatmoss will make a good 
(and expensive) growing medium 
for most garden plants. But facing 
reality, lets admit that the bulk 
(repeat. bulk) of your garden soi 
must be what ground you find on 
your site. This soil is likely to be 
deficient in humus (even rich Iowa 
topsoil may be too low in humus 
to sustain the kind of high-pro- 
duction garden you want). It is 
likely to be low in nutrients (that 
is why you buy fertilizer). It is 
likely to be of very uneven texture
